I was very glad to receive your letter with the maps 
and the information on the land holdings of D. F. Porter. 
Please pardon my delay in replying. As you can see from 
the enclosed map, I have been playing with the scissors 
and tape! Some time ago I purchased the U. S. Geological 
Survey maps for most of Winston, Choctaw, and Oktibbeha 
counties. I find them very useful in understanding where 
people lived and who their neighbors were. I am returning 
your map, but I have added on some adjoining areas. A 
separate enclosed page is a key to identify the various 
land holdings outlined on the map. The land holdings are 
those of Andrew Walker Porter, his son William: Morrison 
Porter, his widowed daughter-in-law Nancy C. Porter and her 
two sons Olin Bascom Porter and William Walker Porter. I 
also outlined the farm where I grew up, the farm of my 
parents Lee and Neva Porter Weeks. 


The map I have put together for you stretches from 
New Prospect and Concord Church in Choctaw County to Webster 
and Antioch Church in Winston County. Andrew Walker Porter 
and his wife are buried in the o1d Blackwood Cemetery on 
their farm.

Lowry's Mill was 
located on Lowry's Branch. lLowry's Branch is also 
known as Bearfoot Branch. The branch flows into the 
Noxubee River just north of my parents' farm. pe 

The Gum Branch community did not have a church 
until the 1920's when Gum Branch Baptist Church was 
organized. Among the charter members were the W. W. 
Porters. However, there is no cemetery at Gum Branch 
Church. My father is buried at Bethel Methodist Church 
just across the Oktibbeha County line. My Weeks ances- 
tors were Methodists, and generations of the family are 
buried at Bethel Church. 


The name "Gum Branch" is mistakenly printed as 
"Gum Springs" on every federal map I have ever seen. 
Some map maker made a mistake years ago, and it has 
been perpetuated throughout the years. The little 
stream called Gum Branch is lined in yellow on your 
map. It begins in a farm pond across the road from 
Gum Branch Church and flows only a few miles to the 
Noxubee River. It gave its name in this century to a 
church and a country school. 


Andrew Walker Porter's farm land was hilly. If you 
remember from your visit to the Blackwood Cemetery, the 
land was not level at all. Apparently the land was pro- 
ductive, however. QO. B. Porter, W. W. Porter, and my 
Weeks ancestors farmed the bottom lands of the Noxubee 
River. Of course, they still lived in the hills up along 
the main roads because of periodic flooding by the river. 
fhe river bottom lands are still very fertile. Much of 
the hilly land lost its fertility long ago, prompting 
the government purchase of large tracts of land and the 
creation of the national forest. 


Once again, I hope this map will be helpful to you 
in seeing where the Porters lived in Winston County. 
You stated that you were planning to publish a chart of 
the Porter and Walker lines. Please let me know more. 
I would like to purchase a copy. I enjoyed receiving 
your letter and look forward to hearing from you again.

Andrew Walker Porter 

Andrew Walker Porter, the pioneer ancestor of the 
Porter family in Winston County, was bern on June 9, 
1802, in Mecklenburg District, North Caralina. He 
was the son of James Porter and wile Catherine 
Walker. He was named for his maternal grandfather, 
Capt. Andrew Walker, a native of Ireland and a vet- 
eran of the Revolutionary War, On February 10, 1823, 
Andrew W. Porter married Mary McKee Morrison in 
Mecklenburg District. Mary was the daughter of Dr. 
William Morrison and wife Mary Susannah Houston. 
She was the pranddaughter of Neil Morrison, a signer 
of the Mecklenburg Resolves in May, 1775. 

In the 1820's the Porter family moved from North 
Carolina ta Perry County Alabama. In the 1830's An- 
drew Walker Porter moved his family to Winston 
County and entered his first claim for government 
land in January, 1835. Hle purchased some 480 acres 
of land in the northeastern part of the county, cast of 
Webster. 

By the mid-1850's the Porters had moved to north 
central] Winston County near the Oktibbeha and 
Choctaw County line. In November, 1854, Andrew W. 
Porter and his oldest son William purchased 1,040 
acres of the Peter Crawford estate. They then lived 
not far from New Prospect, which was their mailing 


_ address. Andrew and Mary Porter lived in the two. 


stury Crawford home. When they died, they were 
buried on their farm’in the old Crawford Fumily 
Cemetery (naw known as-the Blackwood Cemetery}. 
Andrew Walker Porter died on Apri) 19, 186v, after 
having been kicked by a mule. His wife Mary died on 
March 14, 1874. ‘They were the pareats of eight chil-

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William Morrison Porter 

William Morrison Porter was the oldest son of An- 
drew Walker Porter and wife Mary McKee Morrison. 
He was born on December 29, 1823, in Mecklenburg 
District, North Carolina, and was named for his ma- 
ternal grandfather, Dr. William Morrison. He moved 
with his parentste Alabama while a small.child and 
then to Winstan County while a teenager. 

On December 14, 1648, William M. Porter married 
Nancy C. Wallace in Winston County. She was the 
daughter of Isaiah Wallace and wife Susannah H. 
Standifer. Nancy was burn in Monroe County, Missis- 
sippi, on February 8, 1831. William M. Porter was a 
farmer with his father, first in northeastern Winston 
County and after 1854 in the north central part of the 
county. 

William Morrison Porter by the 1860's suffered with 
tuberculasis. As a result, he was not conscripted into 
service nor did he join the Confederate Army until 
Jate in the Civil War. He enlisted on October 19, 1864, 
as a private in the Winston Guards, Company A, 13th 
Regiment of Mississippi Infantry, C.S.A. This com- 
pany was amoung those surrendering at Appomaltox 
Court House, Virginia, on April 9, 1865. However, 
William Morrison Porter had been discharged earlier 
in March due to his health. He was able only to reach 
Union County, North Carolina, his birthplace which 
formerly ‘was part of Mecklenburg District. He lad 
developed pneumonia and died at the home of his 
uncle, James Houston Morrison, on March 18, 1865. 
He was buried in Sandy Ridge Cemetery in Union 
County. 

After the Civil War and her husband's death, Nan- 
cy Wallace Porter moved westward in Winston Caun- 
ty and purchased the John Kennedy farm nearer New 
Prospect. This area af Winston County was detached 
and added. to Choctaw Caunty in 1874, so the Porters 


became residents of Choctaw County. Nancy Wallace’ 


Porter died on October 11, 1918, and was buried at 
Antioch Baptist Church Cemetery ia Winston County. 
' William Morrison Porter and wife Nancy were the 
parents of seven children: Sarah Ann Matilda Porter 
Turner, Mary Arvazene Porter Griffith, Olin Bascom

William Walker Porter of Guin’ Branch, Winston 
County, was the son of William Morrison Porter and 
wife Nancy ©. Wallace. He was born in Winston 
County on August 24, 1858, and was married on Janu- 
ary 4, 1883, to Flizabeth Matilda Hamill. Lizzie Ha- 
mill had been born on February 21, 1861, and was the 
only surviving child of Charles Oliver Hamill and 
wife Mary B. Roach. Hee father had qlied at Adanta in 
the Civil War while a member of Captain Ford's 
Company of the 2nd Regiment of Mississippi Partisan 
Rangers (Co]. Ballentine’s Regiment of Cavalry). Her 
grandparents James and Matilda Hamill were early 
settlers of northern Winston County. 

The W. W. Porter farm in the Gum Branch commu- 
nity was originally the C. O. Hamill farm. The Porter 
farmhouse was constructed on the site of an earlier 
Hamill residence. Part of the house was built in 1885 
in Choctaw County with wooden pegs and square 
nails and was moved to Winston County in 1886, 
when the remainder of the structure was finished. 

Walker Porter was a Mason and a Baptist. He and 
his wife were charter members of Gum Branch Bap- 
tist Church. Their only child was a son who died at 
the age of ten months. Consequently, upon the death 
of their nephew William Emmette Porter in 1920, they 
brought into their home the widow Kjttie Porter and 
her three children. The three children were Neva, 
Walton, and William Porter. 

Elizabeth Matilda Hamill Porter died on April 1, 
1927, William Walker Porter died an October 25, 1940. 
They both were buried at Antioch Cemetery. Their 
niece Sarah Catherine (Kittie) Love Porter died on 
August 4, 1941.

Porter's oldest son, William Emmette Porter. My mother, 
Neva Porter Weeks, is the oldest child and only daughter of 
William Emmette Porter. 


When you were in Lovisville recently did you talk with 
any or the Porter descendants still in Winston County? Did 
you visit the cemetery where Andrew Walker Porter and family 
are buried? I don't know just what records you found on . 
Andrew Walker Porter in the courthouse at Louisville, but 
I am enclosing some data that might interest you. 


Andrew Walker Forter was one of the earliest settlers 
of Winston County. He entered his first claim for government 
Jand in northeastern Winston County in January, 1835. Over 
the next year he bought some 480 acres of land in Twp. 15 N 
and Two. 16 N, Rge. 14 E. This is northeast of Louisville 
and east of Webster on the enclosed map of pre~Civil War 
Winston County. 


By the mid-1850's the Porters had moved to extreme 
north-central Winston County in Twp. 16 N, Rge. 12 E. In 
November, 1854, Andrew Walker Porter bought 700 acres of the 
Peter Crawford estate, and his son William Morrison Porter 
bought an additional 340 acres of the Crawford estate. (see 
the enclosed copy of one of these deeds) This was to be the 
last home for these two men. They lived not too far from 
New Prospect, which was their mailing address. Andrew Walker 
Porter and his wife Mary (Folly) McKee Morrison Porter thus 
lived in the old two story Crewford home. When they died, 
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they were buried on their farm in the old Crawford Family 
Graveyard (now known as the Blackwood Graveyard). This area 
today is part of the Tombigbee National Forest and the Choc-— 
taw Wildlife Management Area. My parents live about four 
miles to the east in northern Winston County. 


According to family tradition, Andrew Walker Porter 
died after being kicked by a mule. (see the enclosed records 
of the settlement of his estate) He died in 1066 after having 
lost two sons in tne Civil War. J. Fletcher Porter, who died 
May 10, 1862, is buried beside his father in the Blackwood 
Graveyard. The other son, my great~great—grandfather William 
Morrison Porter, died on March 18, 1865. 


William Morrison Porter suffered with tuberculosis. 
As a result, he did not join the Confederate Army nor was 
he conscripted into service until very late in the Civil War. 
(see the enclosed unfinished letter by his daughter dated 
September 4, 1864) According to his wife, Nancy Wallace 
Porter, William M. Porter left home for the war on October 
19, 1864. He enlisted in the Army on the same day at Marion, 
Mississippi, stating his age as 40 years, his birthplace as 
North Carolina, and his address as New Prospect. He was a 
private in the Winston Guards, Company A, 13th Regiment of 
Mississippi Infantry. This company was among those surren-— 
dering at Appomattox Court House, Virginia, on April 9, 1865, 
but William Morrison Porter was discharged earlier. The 
Centennial History of Winston County states that he was 
Wdischarged and died on the way nome, 1865." Nancy Wallace 
‘Porter wrote that William "lefte campes for home the 10 of 
March 1865." William Liorrison Porter was able only to reach 
Union County, North Carolina, his birthplace which once was 
part of Mecklenburg District. He had developed pneumonia 
and died at the home of his mother's brother, James Houston 
Morrison, on March 18, 1865. He was buried beside the Mor- 
rison family graves in Sandy Ridge Cemetery in Union County. 
The inscription from his grave marker, which incorrectly lists 
his age as 42 instead of 41, reads as follows: 


"W. M. Porter, who fills a soldier's grave, 
died March 18, 1865, aged 42 years, 2 mos., 
and 19 das., leaving a wife and seven 
children in Mississippi." 


Anotner of Andrew Walker Porter's sons, James A. Porter, 
was the captain of a company of Confederate troops organized 
in Winston County. This was Co. F of the Fifth Regiment of 
Mississippi Infentry, State Troops. After the war, he went 
first to Arkansas and then to Athens, Henderson County, Texas, 
where he died.

According to another cousin, Miss Carrie Louise Porter 
of Hattiesburg, our Andrew Walker Porter was the son of 
James Porter and his wife Catherine Walker Porter. You 
knew this and mentioned it in your letter to me, so you 
must have corresponded with Miss Porter, also. TI heve not 
done any work to try to trace the family back any further. 
Do you have a copy of the family records from the James 
Porter family Bible? Miss Porter sent me a copy. 


‘I am sure there must have been an Andrew Walker Porter 
family Bible, but I have never seen it. Have you ever 
heard of such a Bible? It was not handed down through the 
Villiam Morrison Porter branch of the family. I do have 
now in my possession here in Nashville the William Morrison 
Porter family Bible. However, it Goes not even mention 
Andrew Walker Porter. 


Have you ever corresponded with any descendants of 
Margaret Agnes Porter McDuff, Louisa J. Porter Leigh, or 
Mery S. Porter Fletcher? I would like to know something 
about their children. I have a copy of the Cenia Adeline 
Porter Woodward family Bible records. ;
